Hidden in most planets 
atmosphere are monstrous storms 
with whipping winds. Jupiter has a 
well-known Great Red Spot, where 
winds whip around at 340 miles per 




















hour, Neptune's Great Dark Spot 
with winds zipping around up to 
1500 miles per hour, The Saturn's 
Great White Spots are like a 
terrestrial thunderstorm, but imagine 
the lightning to be about 1,000 times 
more powerful, Recently, Cassini 
spacecraft took pictures of a raging 
storm from Saturn’s south pole. This 
storm had an ‘eye,’ with a steep wall 
of clouds along its edges. Although 
it did look similar to a hurricane on 
Earth, it was many times stronger 
It’s the first hurricane-like storm ever 
observed on another planet.
